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ARRL DX Contest: As those of you who are also members of the Northern 
California DX Club are aware, the tradition has been that members of both 
clubs credit their CQWW scores to NCCC and their ARRL-DX scores to 
NCDXC. This tradition dates from an understanding reached when NCCC was 
first founded by a group of DX club members who wanted a sponsor-ing 
organization in order to enter Sweepstakes club competition At that time, the 
NCCC membership was almost a proper subset of the NCDXC. With this 
understanding, NCDXC could continue its long-standing competition with 
SCDXC in ARRL-DX and the NCCCers got their chance to enter SS compe- 
tition. (NCDXC and SCDXC compete each year for a rotating trophy in 
ARRL-DX.) But times have changed a lot since NCCC was first founded. 
Today less than 30% of NCCC members belong to NCDXC. And many of our 
members feel it is unfair to the 70% of NCCC members who do not belong to 
both clubs that we never mount a serious club entry for ARRL-DX because of 
this old understanding. The NCCC BOD discussed this situation at length 
recently and decided to make a proposal that we think could make everyone 
happy. We have already sent a letterto the presidents of NCDXC, SCDXC, and 
SCCC offering to buy a new rotating trophy which would be presented each 
yearat Visalia. The trophy would goto eitherthe North orthe South, depending 
on which group of clubs earned the highest total score. The high-scoring club 
in the winning region would store the trophy during the year. This way all the 
clubs could give it their best shot and NCDXC/SCDXC could continue with an 
improved version of the north/south competition. The reason we say “im- 


proved” is that it would restore some missing balance to the competition.

Years ago, a written 
summary sheet was required. This policy has been liberal- 
ized during the past couple of years to accept electronic 
issions, via packet, the Internet, or fax.

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San Jose Tower Dispute 
de Dick Dievendorff, AAGMC 


I’ve got a few unhappy neighbors. In late 1993 I put up a 
crankup tower with a very nice stack of Force-12 antennas. I 
got a building permit from the City of San Jose before starting 
construction and I had all the appropriate inspections. A few 
weeks later a neighbor complained to the city about “visual 
blight.” The city sent a code enforcement officer who found 
no fault with the tower. 

In December 1994, shortly after two multi-multi CQWW 
and two SS contests, a group of neighbors presented the city 
with a petition asking that the city find its building permit was 
issued in error and require that the tower be dismantled. I 
contacted the ARRL, retained counsel (NCCC’s own AA6VB. 
and AE6Y), and met with the planner, A few weeks later the 
planner decided that the building permit was fine. I just had 
to attach the tower to the house and reduce the retracted height 
by 22" which required an adjustment of the tower’s lower 
limit switch. 

One of the complainants said in the paper that he was 
“considering a civil lawsuit” and needed to get together with 
the other petitioners to decide what they're going to do. They 


of good legal counsel. AA6VB and I really saw eye-to-eye on 
how to approach the meeting with the planner. Bob and I were 
prepared, businesslike, rational, and polite. The materials and 
case citations Bob and Andy developed helped the planner to 
see that ours was the reasonable position. 

The City’s zoning code now doesn’t permit towers to extend 
above 35 feet. The interpretation under which existing crankup 
towers were granted permits is no longer in force. Existing 
permitted installations are grandfathered as a result of 
AA6VB’s excellent presentation. We presented PRB-1, sup- 
porting case citations, and evidence that amateur antennas at 
35 feet were ineffective for long-haul communications. Our 
other arguments were based on having a vested interest 
because of the city’s building permit and a significant invest- 
ment. We prevailed, but the planner was unable to rewrite the 
zoning code and unwilling to restore the earlier interpretation 
that permitted crankups. The planner later said that he and the 
City Attorney felt that 35 feet was a “reasonable accommoda- 
tion” for amateur antennas. 

Former ARRL Section Manager Steve Wilson (KA6S) is 
working with the City (and County) to develop more reason- 
able zoning codes. A stronger PRB-1, for which our ARRL 
has been lobbying for some time, would be most helpful.

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DX Contesting, Texas Style

“I'm flying out to KSXI for the ARRL 
DX Contest next weekend,” says Rusty, 
W60AT. “Wow, sounds like fun,” I 
say. “Let me know if they need another 
operator,” Isay,almostas a joke. Rusty’s 
packet message back is direct and to the 
point: “If you're really serious about 
joining us, let me know and J will see 
what I can do.” Next thing you know, 
I'm cashing in some frequent flyer miles 
and booking a flight to Houston, Texas 
for my first ever ARRL DX effort from 
anywhere East of Nevada. 

Sid, K5XI, has amassed a very large 
station in the middle of nowhere, about 
70 miles and a 2-hour drive Northwest 
of Houston. Nearest town is tiny Iola, 
Texas. Tom, K5RC, is chief station 
engineer. He has donean incredible job, 
inside and out. 

The antenna systems are enormous. 
The 20m tower is 250 feet tall and sup- 
ports four, independently rotatable yagis 
in a big stack, The tower is so tall the 
FAA required a 1000 watt red light at the 
top to ward off stray aircraft! The 15 
meter stack is almost the same, on a 200 
foot tower. A 4-element KLM 40m 
beam sits atop a third, 140 foot tower. 
There is also a 40m Vee-beam, 80m and 
160m dipoles up over 200 feet, and 
various other assorted small yagis on 
othertowers. A brandnew set of “EWE” 
receiving antennas (see article in Feb., 
1995 QST) completes the setup. The 
EWE antennas seem to work very well 
indeed. I was so impressed, I plan to put 
one up in my own small back yard as 
soon as I can. 

Inside the shack I find a TS-940/AL- 
1500 on 10m and 40m, a TS-950SDX 
and an Alpha 87A on 20m, another TS- 
950SDX on 20m with a new Alpha 91 
Beta, and an FT-1000 on 80m with an- 
other AL-1500. Sid and I spend most of 
Thursday night wiring up six computers 
in a CT network. I install CT 9.19 on 
each as I get the network up and running. 
Friday morning the local gang of regu- 
lars shows up. For the first time I get to 
meet in person a great group of South 


Texans that we've all worked over the 
years in many contests: KSGA, NSEA, 
NSRP, K5LZO, WSASP, KV60, 
WTSU, KBSYVT, and many more. We 
enter the Multi-2 class. 

I start the contest at 6 p.m. local time 
running Europe at the low end of 40m. 
They are not loud, but there are plenty of 
them to work. Rusty takes the 80m 
position and works all kinds of neat 
stuff. After I’m through running Eu- 
Tope, the JAs start to come in. No, they 
are not as loud as they are in California, 
but they are still very easy to work, and 
the rate meter jumps to over 90 perhour! 

Sunday morning I get ashot atthe 15m 
station. Some of the Europeans are 20 
over9! Only the SMs and OHs have any 
flutter. The rest of the Europeans are 
loud and easy to work, | can’t believe it 
as the rate meter goes over 100, with the 
10-minute meter briefly jumping to over 
190 per hour! In the end we finish with 
over 4 million points. Here’s the pre- 
liminary results:
